ANAEMIA PROBLEMS 


In the blood are many millions of 
red blood cells. The haemoglobin of 


the red blood cells carries oxygen to. 


the tissues. Many of the foods which 
we eat contain carbon. To burn car- 
bon and so produce energy requires 
oxygen. The carbon dioxide formed as 
a by-product is carried away by the 
haemoglobin to the lungs where it 
is .released and oxygen is again 
picked up. 

A decrease in 
blood cels, or 


the number of red 
a falling-off in the 
amount of haemoglobin, is called 
anaemia. Anaemia may result from 
failure to build new red blood cells 
rapidly enough to replace the loss 
from wear and tear. This is the most 
common cause. The average life of a 
red blood cell is not much over a 
month. The need for replacement on 
a large scale is constant. 

Destruction of red blood cells may 
be so excessive that even if the re- 
newals are made at the normal rate 
they are not sufficient to maintain 
the normal healthy balance between 
loss and replacement. 

Anaemia follows upon haemorr- 
hage. The loss of blood is made up in 
time, and recovery is assured if the 
loss is arrested. ‘Bleeding commonly 
gives rise to fears which are un- 
founded as sudden deaths from 
haemorrhage are unusual. 

Anaemia interferes with the car- 
rying of oxygen to the tissues, and 
as the oxygen is required if the car- 
bon of foods is to be used, insuffici- 
ent oxygen means a lack of energy 
and heat. The heart will beat faster 
in an attempt to make the blood cir- 
culate more rapidly and so compen- 
sate, in some measure, for the defici- 
ency. If the anaemia becomes worse, 
there wili be shortness of breath and 
perhaps, faintness and dizziness. 

There is no short cut to the treat- 
ment of anaemia. Just because iron 
is indicated in some forms of anae-

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FREDING YOUNG CHICKS 


There are many commercial chick 
feeds on the market which include 
satisfactory ingredients properly 
proportioned, but the price is usually 
quite high as compared with a home- 
made mixture which is equally effi- 
cient. 

At the Dominion Experimentat 
Station at Scott, Sask., commercial 
chick feeds ‘are not used. The chi 
are left in the incubator unmolested 
until hatching is fully completed) on 
the 22nd day. The chicks are then 
placed in a brooder and a dry mash 
is placed before them at once in 
Small self-feeders. 

The dry mash mentioned is made 
up of equal parts of corn meal, bran, 
shorts and oat chop, with the hulls 
removed from the oat chop by sift- 
ing. To this mixture is added ten 
per cent of fine meat scrap, one per 
cent bone meal, two per cent co? 
liver oi) and one-half of one per 
cent of fine salt. Until the chicks 
are old enough to get out and pick 
their own green feed, sprouted oats 
are grown several inches tall and cut 


in short lengths for feeding. Cut 
dandelion leaves also make good 
green feed. 


Finely cracked grain is fed in the 
litter twice daily and coarse sand is 
provided. Small drinking fountains 
are provided near the brooder by in- 
verting a small pail or can in a flat 
dish or plate. A nail hole in the pail 
at the point where the water is to 
come in the plate, allows the water 
to come down as it is used. 


After the chicks are well started | 


and have reached the age of ten 
days or two weeks the dry mash or 
“starter” mentioned is replaced by 
the following mash, kept in the self- 
feeder during the summer: 100 Ibs. 
bran, 150 Ibs. shorts, 150 Ibs. oat 
chop, 20 lbs. beef scrap. 2 lbs. fine 
salt. 

As soon as the chicks are large 
enough to eat whole grain, the 
cracked grain mentioned above is re- 
placed by whole grain and the quan- 
tity fed is all that will be eaten in 
about five minutes. ,

SWINE PASTURE IS 
REAL GREEN GOLD 


Swine fed an ideal ration, as in 
Denmark, may have no need for 
pasture; but under Western Canad- 
jan conditions, usually far from ideal 
the use of good pasture will return 
substantial dividends. 

Experiments conducted at the Do- 
minion Experimental Station, La- 
combe, comparing the growth of pigs 
fed a straight grain ration in dry lot 
with that of pigs on pasture receiv- 
ing the same grain mixture have 
shown remarkable results. The pigs 
on pasture made about thirty per 
cent quicker gains and twenty per 
cent cheaper gnins than those in dry 
lot, thereby proving conclusively the 
great value of pasture for hog pro- 
duction under Alberta conditions.

VEGETABLES FOR THE HOME 
GARDEN 

It is now time to think about the 
seed required for the vegetable gar- 
den. Many varieties are offered in 
seed catalogues, practically all of 
which are good for certain purposes. 
The object at this time is to give a 
short list of the kinds likely under 
varying conditions to be as satis- 
factory as any.

Cabbage, cauli- 
flower and celery may be started at 
the same time in the open for later 
transplanting., Tomatoes, peppers 
and egg plants should be started in 
a hotbed eight weeks before trans- 
planting to the open when danger 
from frost is past.

Vegtables for Small Gardens 

The householders with only a little 
land to spare should concentrate on 
those vegetables which give the big- 
gest returns for the smallest space 
occupied. Among such kinds are 
beans, carrots, onions, lettuce, swiss 
chard, spinach, cucumbers and beets. 
In the lesser-known vegetables are: 
leeks, eggs and pepper plants, broad 
beans andi cos lettuce, These can all 
be grown in almost any part of Can- 
ada. Experts advise the inclusion of 
something new in the vegetable line 
each year so that variety can be 
gradually widened. 

Where Freshness Counts 

Another type of vegetable to be 
considered by even the city gardener 
are those things that deteriorate 
quickly after being taken from the 
garden. Therefore they are never so 
fresh when purchased. Some of them 


usually after all danger of frost is 
over, For fall storage, planting takes 
place in June or even July. 
A Short Cut 

For the quickest possible results 
the gardener is advised to purchase 
a certain quantity of started plants 
of both flowers and _ vegetables. 
These are usually purchased from the 
greenhouse, florist or seed house. It 
is important to get the varieties 
wanted and on this account it is a 
splendid idea to consult a good Can- 
adian seed catalogue before placing 
the order. The gardener can look 
over the various varieties offered in 
the catalogue and should make sure 
that the particular varieties wanted 
are in the boxes of plants bought. 

Among the flowers which can be 
purchased as started plants are cos- 
mos, zinnias, petunias, marigolds, 
salpiglossis, nicotine, and a host of 
others. Cabbages, celery, tomatoes 
head lettuce egg and pepper plants 
in the vegetable. line are all sold ag 
started plants. 


For Filling In 

It is a good plan, old gardeners 
, State, to use started annual flower 
plants of the kind mentioned above 
| for planting among tulips and other 
spring flowering bulbs which will be 
past their best in a few more weeks. 
They need something to hide dying 
foliage. Then again quick growing 
annuals will always be useful for 
filling in any blind spots in the per- 
ennial beds where winter has been 
unusually severe. 

It is not too late in most parts of 
Oanada to order and plant peren- 
nial flowers and even shrubs and 
vines. Often towards the end of the 
season prices are lower and while 
the selection is not as wide as earli- 
er, there should be a good choice.

Enforcement 
will likely be about as easy and ef- 
fective as enforcement of the Gov- 
ernment Liquor Control regulations 
are at the present time.

Prune-Apricot Upside Down Cake 
1% cups sifted cake flour 
1% teaspoons double-acting baking 

powder 
teaspoon salt 
cup granulated sugar 
tablespoons softened butter or 

other shortening 
egg, well beaten 
cup milk 
teaspoon vanilla 
tablespoons butter 
cup brown sugar, firmly packed 
13 cooked apricots. 

6 cooked prunes, halved and seeded 

Sift flour once, measure, add bak- 
ing powder, salt, and sugar, and 
sift together three times. Add but- 
ter. Combine egg, milk and vanilla. 
Add to flour mixture, stirring until 
all flour is dampened; then beat 
vigorously 1 minute. 

Melt 4 tablespoons butter in 8x8x2 
inch pan or 8-inch skillet over low 
flame; add brown sugar and cook 
and stir until thoroughly mixed. On

HANDY LEMON HINTS 

A few drops of lemon juice in the 
water in which eggs are poached 
will keep the eggs from separating. 

In boiling fish add lemon juice to 
the water; this helps to keep it 
whole and thus preserves flavor and 
nutriment. 

Before using bananas for salads or 
@esserts, roll them in lemon juice, 

When whipping cream, add three 
or four drops of lemon juice to a cup 
of cream to make it stiff and firm. 

A few drops of lemon juice in the 
water in which old potatoes are 
cooked will keep them from discolor- 
ing. 

A teaspoonful of lemon juice add- 
ed to the water in which lamb or 
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veal for stew is cooked will add to 
the flavor and tenderness of the 
meat. 


Immediately after dishwashing, 
while the hands are still a bit moist, 
drop a Httle lemon juice in the palms 
and rub it well over the hands to 
keep them soft and white. 

When aluminum kettles have be- 
come quill or black, clean them with 
a cloth dipped in lemon juice, then 
rinse in warm water. 

After the juice has been extracted 
dip the rind in salt to clean tarnish- 
ed copper or brass.
